The Outposts’ Library 


One of the consequences of the present 
war in the air was the rapid expansion of 


our own anti-aircraft defences: 


A conversation I had yesterday with a 
friend of mine in an A.-A. battalion 
brought home to me very keenly just what 
this expansion meant for a lot of those 
gallant young men who gave up comfort- 
able positions and homes to serve their 


country during the emergency. 


Outposts had to be established: quickly, 
and there was no time to delay over the 
provision of amenities—the main thing 
was to put the men and guns where they 
were most likely to be needed. Here the 
men lead a hard life under active service 
conditions, and the big problem is the 

Provision of something to fill in the long 


weary periods of waiting and watching. 


To help in some way to solve this problem 
a library was established for supplying 


the outposts with books and magazines, 


and this has proved a real boon to the 
men. The library, of course, depends upon 


voluntary contributions, and my friend 
informed me that it urgently requires 
replenishment of its stock. 

It seems to me that this is a most 
deserving cause, and, if any of my readers 
have books or magazines they do not want, 
I suggest. that they either send them direct 
to the library or else communicate with 
the librarian, when arrangements can be 
made for their collection.

MCeteors in Mach 


The early days of March and the last 
weeks are the best suited for meteoric 
observations, as there is much moonlight 
during the middle part of the month. 
Bright meteors occasionally diverge 
through the month from Leo, Ursa Major 
and. the region between Draco and 
Hercules. There is a moderately large 
maximum to-night at 9.35, and there is 
some activity to-morrow about 1.40 a.m. 
and 11.40 p.m. 

_A secondary maximum at 10.25 on: the 
night of the 3rd is followed by a larger 
one on the 4th at 3.35 a.m. Maxima fall 
on the 6th at 1.25 a.m., 5.40 p.m. and 
10.55 p.m., and on the 7th near or before 
1.30 a.m.. Two well-defined maxima occur 
on the morning of the 9th at 3.40 and 
11.55, the second of these being visible in 
the Far West; on the same evening there 
is a small one at 7.35. A maximum on 
the morning of the 11th at 8.25 is followed 
by a somewhat larger one in the evening 
at 9.55. 

There is an increase of meteoric in- 
tensity about the 14th, a maximum on 
the 13th at 12.40 p. m., being followed by 
others on the 14th at 12.15 a.m., 5.25 p.m. 
and 11.15 p.m. Others occur on the 16th 
at 5.40 p.m. and 10.30 p.m., and on the 
morning of the 17th at 4.30. The morning 
of the 18th has one also at 4.35. The 
night of the 2ist is marked by two fairly 
large maxima at 8.40 and 9.55, and the 
morning of the 22nd has another at 3.45. 
The 24th gives a maximum at 11.15 p.m. 
On the 26fh a large maximum falls in 
the foren at 11.35,- which will be 
visible along the Pacific coast, and seems 
to be of a seismic or electric natùre; on 
the evening of the 26th two other maxima 
occur at 9.50 and 11.40. 

Towards the end of the month the more 
notable maxima occur on the 28th at 8.20 
p.m., with a secondary at 11.10 p.m., and 
on the 29th about 8.50 p.m. There is con 
siderable meteoric intensity on the night 
of the 31st, which runs through the early 
hours of the following morning.

Plea for Hockey in Schools 


I had an interesting chat the other day 
with a famous former Rugby international, 
who now plays hockey with considerable 
success and enormous enjoyment. He never 
played hockey until his football days were 
finished, and he raised the point that if all 
tie leading Dublin schools included hockey 
in their list of games, many a notable foot- 
baller, like himself, would be able to keep up 
a vigorous athletic career, instead of retirin 
to a golf course at the age of abou 
thirty. Hockey requires a high standard of 
physical fitness, but the hard knocks which 
make Rugby difficult for the man approaching 
his thirtieth year do not occur to any extent 
in the stick and ball game, so that if a man 
takes reasonable care of himself he can have 
his hard exercise on a Saturday afternoon 
up to the age of forty, or even more. Apart 
from that. if a big school which had a pro- 
portion of country boys among the pupils 
took up hockey in addition to Rugby, we 
would see new clubs springing up in 
country towns where, in many a case, neither 
game is played at pregent. The only 
argument I have heard inst hockey from 


‘masters ‘in schools which are devoted solely 


to Rugby in the winter is thé fear that it 
would interfere with foothall, but with proper 
organisation that would not occur at all for 
a number of boys who could not find places 
on the Rugby XV. would make excellent 
hockey players.

Bonnard, as everyone knows now, is an 
intimiste, and chose a birthplace proper to 
an intimiste painter. Fontenay-aux-roses, 
where he was born in 1867, is a little village 
south of Montparnasse that still smells of 
violets. and strawberries and holds memories 
of La Fontaine and Mistral, the poets of 
intimacy. He went to the Académie Julian, 
where his fellow-students were Maurice Denis, 
Sérusier Roussel and Vuillard, and together 
they constituted for a time the group of 
symbolist inters nicknamed the Aabis. 
(Nabi is Hebrew for prophet.) They derived, 
in the first place, from the impressionists, 
but in Gauguin they found their contem- 
porary master, and in the symbolist poets 
their intellectual direction. Bonnard retains 
little of Gauguin’s influence, and still 
less of the symbolists, but something 
of the first may still be sensed in his 
early decorations, in the breadth of his in- 
teriors and in his persistent feeling for thé 
arabesque. 


BONNARD AND 
IMPRESSIONISM 


This partiality for arabesque links 
Bonnard with Matisse, who, born in the same 
year, ae up Gauguin, and, through him, 
the brilliant flat colour, the expressive 
arabesque, the open composition and all -

Bonnard must still be labelled impressionist, 
which could never be said of Matisse. 
Bonnard holds his position as one of the 
greatest living painters by reason of what 
he added to impressionism. Where the im- 
pressionists devoted themselves to the vary- 
ing conditions of light and atmosphere and 
produced their effects by “he vivid use of 
pure colour, Bonnard introduced a special 


‘more and more concentrated. These in- 
teriors with figures, little episodes from the 
daily life of the household, place him at the 
head of the intimiste category and in line 
with the tradition of Chardin. 

The canvas, Boulevard Clichy,“ presented 
yesterday by the Friends of the National 
Collections to the Municipal Gallery, is, of 
course, not an interior, and, painted at the 
age of twenty-five, represents an early period 
of his work. It , nevertheless, many of 
the characteristics of his maturity. It shows 
the boulevard on a wintry afternoon, under 
grey skies, with a suggestion of snow in the 
air. The street is alive with hastening figures 
and 7 from the gay- coloured barrows 
along the curb. The air is misty, but full of 
soft, seductive colour —grey-· green and rose 
giving a general effect of mother-of-pearl. It 
is the first Bonnard to hang in a public 
collection in Ireland, and, taking its place 
between Monet and Utrillo, it is an unusually 
interesting and valuable accession to the 
Gallery.

A Pitiful Story 


Ín some respects his book is the most 
interesting of the three.

He takes the reader right from 
the critical days that led u 
through the muddling, the botching and 
the divided counsels of tho Blitzkrieg 
period up to the final scene at Bordeaux, 
when the author sailed for England. It is 
a pitiful story, in the telling of which 
Monsieur Blois spares no reputation. 

He had a high opinion of Paul Reynaud 
—a man who, he thinks, might have saved 
France, or, at any rate, saved her national 
honour; but he takes the view now that 
the back was not broad enough for the 
burden, that Reynaud broke down at a 
critical moment largely because he was 
under the maleficent influence of two 
individuals—a woman and a man. 

There is a touch of the bizarre, almost 
of the grotesque, in Monsieur  Blois’s 
description of Paul Reynaud’s domination 
by the physically unattractive Helene do 
Portes, She was his ame damnée. Right 
from the start she dictated his policy as 
French Premier. When, having decided 
to abandon Paris, Reynaud and some of 
his colleagues wanted to transfer the seat 
of Government to Quimper, in Brittany,

The man whose influence was so bad for 
Paul Reynaud was Paul Baudouin, tha 
rich banker, who had close contacts with 
Fascist Italy and was a friend of 
egregious Count Ciano. Baudouin, who 
now is an important member of the Vich 
Administration, worked on Reyna 
through Helene de Portes, and, if 
Monsieur Blois .is not mistaken, played 
his cards with almost uncanny skill. 


The Toils of the Defeatists 


From the beginning, it seems, poor 
Reynaud was in the toils of the defeatists. 
There were three direct telephone lines 
from his Paris office. One was to the 
President of the Republic, another to 
Military Headquarters, and the third to 
Madame de Portes. Evidently the third 
was used far more frequently than either 
of the others; for this tempestuous lady 
was as exacting as she was voluble, and 
she insisted on keeping in constant touch 
with the Premier. 

But for Helene de Portes and Baudouin, 
in Monsieur Blois’s opinion, Reynaud 
might have carried the day against the 
defeatists. He might have taken the 
Government to North Africa, as he had 
threatened to do, thereby at least savin 
the French Fleet for co-operation wit 
the British Fleet. But what, after all, is 
the use of speculation? Paul Reynaud 
did none of these things, and, to heighten 
the fatality of the dénouement, Helene do 
Portes was killed in the motor accident 
~ ag also nearly cost Paul Reynaud his 
ife. 

While Monsieur Blois writes in the heat 
of anger, and is inclined at times to lay 
on his colours rather heavily, the two 
young Englishmen who served as 
ambulance drivers during the French 
retreat, and actually were members of the 
French Army, have supplied more valu- 
able data for the future historian. 


The Crowded Roads of France 


Their book is almost entirely factual, 
and for that very reason it fascinates tho 
reader from beginning to end. The facts 
speak vividly, dramatically, for them- 
selves. Nothing is extenuated, nor aught 
set down in malice by these two young 
men who had a job to do, and did it well. 

They.give a terrible picture of the chaos 
that followed the panic of that headlong 
retreat along the French roads. They 
were helping to evacuate patients from 
hospitals, to take serious cases for urgent 
treatment, to maintain some semblance of 
a — service for the wounded and 
sick, 

But all the time they were hampered by 
the crowded roads, with their pitiful 
throngs of bewildered peasants drifting 
aimlessly along with their few possessions, 
terrified of the Stukas, their: terror 
enhanced by the subtle whispers of the 
Fifth Columnists, who continued to spread 
stories of the Germans’ invincibility. 

It was a dreadful business ; but Messrs: 
Freeman and Cooper make it perfectly. 
clear from the outset that the mass of the 
French Army never really broke, that 
simple soldiers could not understand why 
they were being ordered to retreat when 
their one desire was to resist the ifivader. 
Their calmly-told story has all the thrill 
of a well-conceived cinematograph film 
with, at the same time, all; the 
inevitability of a Greek tragedy. Anybody 
who wishes to understand what happened 
in France last June ought to read their 
book. It is an admirable document..

HE dramatic title of this book but 
feebly suggests. the gamut of emotions 
and adventures which range themselves 
within its covers. Here is the story of a 
life which has compassed most of the 
aspects which make up our human exist- 
ence, a life which has been familiar with 
stress and struggle, and which: has seen 
the depths to which mankind may fall as 
well as experienced some of its heights. 

The title is no misleading’ one. The 
earliest steps which the future Archbishop 
of Birmingham of his Church took into 
the wide world were aboard a small sail- 
ing ship in which he voyaged to the Baltic 
and Mediterranean. 

Adventure called him like any healthy 
youth, and it is interesting to note that 
his mother was a cousin of the Arctic 
explorer, Sir John Franklin, and that she 


| had known as a child Sir Joseph Banks, 


who had travelled with Cook, and who, 
later, so influenced Franklin. 

While still pursuing his nautical career, 
the lad was restored to a long-dormant 
feeling of religion, and, accordingly, his 
mind made up, he arranged to leave the 
sea and to study with the Benedictines at 
Downside. This he did, and, finally, 
entered their Order, though the austeri- 
Ea. of La Trappe called strongly for a 
while. 


A Benedictine Teacher 


For a brief period he was a teacher at 

the Benedictine establishment of Ample- 
forth, but not proving a success at 
teaching, he returned to Downside. 
While at Downside he chanced to 
hear of the extreme wretchedness of 
the convicts in New South Wales, so he 
proffered his services, was accepted, and 
sent out with episcopal powers to rule a 
. gag ae See. 
This book, composed by the future 
Archbishop during the latter years of his 
life, loses nothing of its vividness by the 
years during which the memories matured 
in his mind. Rather it gains in force, as 
if the reminiscences had assumed their 
true proportion with regard to the whole 
tale of his life. 

The part of the book dealing with the 
convicts and the struggles of the exile 
makes poignant reading. Conditions were 
terrible, and a Marcus Clarke or “ Ralph 
| Rashlei h“ atmosphere creeps into the 
pages which recount those days. 

hen, a number of the clergy which had 
been sent out were unsatisfactory, and the 
work of the new pastor was cut out to 
keep matters running smoothly.

Madame Chiang Kai-shek is one of the 
great women of history: Sincere, reli- 
gious, beautiful, she has many of the 
traditional gifts of a Chinese woman, but 
an American education has given her an 
emancipated outlook and an energy of 
purpose with which she is working a 
spiritual “revolution, 

The Sino-Japanese “ incident ” has now 
lasted for years rather than months, and 
Japan seems no nearer the achievement 
of her imperialistic aims. To herself and 
her husband—the Generalissimo—go the 
credit for the remarkable unity with 
which a revitalised China is fighting for 
its national life after years of serious 
internal disorders. 

The essays, articles and speeches which 
combine to form this informative and 
interesting book are the product of diverse 
circumstances and arise from very differ- 
ing stimuli. The beautiful tale of Old 
China, Little Sister Su,“ embodies all 
that we associate with a peaceful land of 
romance.

Other articles record with gratitude the 
services of European missions to China 
still others are chiefly informative and 
descriptive.

BABAISM is a curious religious move- 

ment, which originated in Persia o 
hundred 2 ago, extended to several 
lands in Near East and Europe, and, 
of course, America, where it found many 
adherents, 

A young Sayyid—that is, a descendant 

of e one of that sacred class in 
which the men of Islam ex the Second 
Coming of the Prophet in 1844 announced 
the approach of the new revelation of God. 
He was known as the Bab, and his move- 
ment as Bäbism. The Persian authorities 
persecuted the new sect or departure, and 
the Bäb himself, with many of his 
followers, was slain. His body was 
smuggled away, and now lies entombed 
near Acre, in Syria. . 
One of the Bäb's disciples, who narrowly 
the slaughter, came to be recog- 
nised as the leader of the new movement, 
and as Bahä-u- Illah was hailed as the new 
Prophet whom the Bab had foretold. This 
title signifies the Splendour of God. From 
the first syllables the movement came to 
be known, not as Bäbism, but as Bahaism, 
which name it retains. 


A Copious Writer 


Bahé-u-’llah was a copious writer and 
teacher. Like his forerunner, he possessed 
a commanding presence and personal 
charm; and the accounts of him given by 
Archdeacon Townshend from those who 
knew him suggest that the success of 
Bahaism is thesuccess of personality. Like 
doctrines might be taught by other men, 
but would not capture a great discipleship. 
The prophet was high-minded, lovable and 
self-sacrificing ; he spent much of his life, 
until his death at Acre in 1892, as an 
exile or a captive, but he remained 
unembittered. He committed his au- 
thority. to his son, who was revered as 
Abdu’l-Bahé, and proved a _ worthy 
successor, touring Europe and America 
on missionary journeys. 

Abdu’l-Bahé was in Syria at the time 
of the fall of the Turkish Empire in 
1918, and his English disciple, Lady 
Blomfield, was instrumental in securing 
protection for him and his family by the 
good offices of General Allenby. He was 
recognised by British officials as a power- 
ful influence eye hg peoples of the 
Near East. In 1 he was knighted, 
He died in 1921. He is succeeded by his 
grandson. 

What is the substance of the new re- 
ligion? It is a sort of universalism. All 
nations and all religions are invited to 
accept it, without gy von surrendering 
their own identity. ose who do this 
will recognise Abdun’l-Bah&4 as the 
new God-man—a title which orthodox 
Christians, of course, restrict to the 
Second Person of the Blessed Trinity, A 
sort of hereditary Bahaist papacy will 
direct the vast spiritual confederation. As 
to the human soul, and the duty of man, 
we search Lady Blomfield’s glowing 
account of the new prophet’s teaching in 
vain, and Archdeacon T nd me 
us no wiser.

HORT story writing is a grass-covered 
bog into which many writers rush with- 
out first making sure where the few safe 

paths are. The result is that, of the 
hundreds of short stories written every year, 
only a very small percentage is worth read, 
ing, 

While the novel permits a leisurely develop- 
ment of plot ana character, this form of 
writing demands that both be presented at 
the same time and in as few lines as pos- 
sible. It is, therefore, natural to expect 
that the writer’s scope is limited to subjects 
that suit this kind of treatment. 

Miss Bowen, in Look at All Those 
Roses,” has chosen to write about incidents 
and their psychological backgrounds. Like 
Dostoevsky, her characters are mostly ab- 
normal people, living in a little world of 
their own inhibitions and complexes. 

For example, in the story from which the 
book takes its title we find a widow and 
her crippled daughter living in solitude 
because of the ever-present shadow of a 
husband who has gone away.“ 

Or in Tears, Useless Tears,“ the story 
of a seven years old boy and his unknown 
fears, or the psychological effect of a childish 
frustration in- A Strange Heart.” 

Throughout the book there are some 
striking examples of ‘‘ modernism. For 
instance, against the photographer's 
shoulder blade eternalised minutes were 
being carried away, the fire burned with 
a visible silent roar,” or the clock ticked 
several seconds and a cart rattled off into 


| silence behind the wet orchards.”’ 


Admittedly, phrasing of this kind make 
for greater concentration, but more often 
than not it presents the appearance of being 
forced, and one is inclined to suspect ortho- 
graphical jugglery. One is reminded of the 
reviewer who, writing of modern verse, 
— dá “It is either pure poetry or pure 

unk!“ 

Perhaps, the best of Miss Bowen’s stories 
are those like Love Story” or A Walk 
in the Woods, which are built up by a 
series of word pictures and end on 2 
strangely calm note of futility. In A 


comes the symbol of a broken romance: 
“It's shattered inner glass coating 
rattled about inside—this, the light 
hollowness, the feel of the ribs in his 
grasp made Henry smile with almost 
crazy pleasure. Treasure! he said, 
with a checked, excited. laugh.

But 
it is in Mrs, Buck’s gentle and subtle moods 
that the reader will take greatest delight.

Vichy and Tokyo 


The stage is set for further trouble in 
the Far East. It centres around two small 
countries, Thailand—better known as 
Siam—and French Indo-China, and a 
powerful State, Japan. Eight months ago, 
when France collapsed before the 
onrush of Field-Marshal von Keitel's 
Panzerdivisionen, her colony of Indo- 
China became the cynosure of envious 
eyes. Japan was first to seize the oppor- 
tunity that was afforded by the colony’s 
weakness and distraction. By the begin- 
ning of August she had demanded the 
right to establish military, naval and air 
bases in French territory, and had backed 
her demand by the dispatch of an un- 
specified force of warships to the Gulf of 
Tongking. Negotiations continued during 
the month, but broke down in the middle 
of September, when the Japanese Govern- 
ment presented Admiral Decoux, the 
Governor, with an ultimatum. Admiral 
Decoux was in no position to take up the 
challenge, and the Japanese obtained 
their desire. Hardly were they satisfied, 
however, before the Government of Thai- 
land became restive. It saw no reason 
why some of the available plums should 
not fall into the Siamese lap, and sub- 
mitted claims for territory—or, in the 
diplomatic phrase, for rectification of the 
frontier between Thailand and Indo-China. 
The Indo-Chinese authorities paid no 
attention. Then frontier incidents 
began; each: side accused the other of

night, setting forth its attitude towards 
the whole question of relations between 
Indo-China and Thailand, and that the 
Japanese have consented to overlook the 
technical expiry of their ultimatum.“ 
Whether the reply is calculated to placate 
the Japanese or bluntly rejects their 
services of arbitration, nobody so far can 
tell. It is uncertain, for that matter, 
whether the rejection of the proposals 
automatically would put an end to. the 
armistice between the two countries— 
which is not due to expire until a 
week from now—and, if so, whether 
the Japanese will regard the situation as 
calling for stronger interference. It is 
unnecessary to say that a very serious view 
of all these events is being taken in several 
capitals. The British Government has 
made no secret of its fear that Japan’s 
concern is far from disinterested, and the 


| strengthening of Singapore is being carried 


on at almost feverish speed. If Japan 
should espouse the cause of Thailand, the 
Indo-Chinese troops—unless they received 
considerable aid from outside—would have 
small chance to offer resistance, and a short 
conflict would be followed almost inevitably 
by the ‘‘carving up” of French Indo- 
China and a new foothold—uncomfortably 
close to Singapore—for the Japanese. 
They say that no violent action will be 
taken before next Friday, by which time 
their nationals will have been removed 
from the danger zone; but all the signs 
are that they will be ready for a lightning 
stroke by then. It is impossible to forecast 
how far such a conflict may extend. 
Certainly Britain cannot be easy about 
the prospect of Japanese troops so near 
her chief stronghold in the Pacific, and 
the Americans will be watching with 
anxious eyes. Fully as interesting as the 
attitude of both these States will be that 
of the Chinese Nationalists under Marshal 
Chiang Kai-shek. Rumour says that a 
large force of Chinese is concentrated on 
the northern border of Indo-China, await- 
ing the word to carry the war against 
Japan into another country; but a 
Japanese report that 20,000 Chinese are 
gathered in Burma under the egis of the 
British authorities is denied in Chungking. 
Perhaps—we assume, of course, that the 
French answer is unfavourable—the 
Japanese will hold their hand once again. 
“ We are not concerned with a war of 
nerves ; we are really preparing, they say. 
Nevertheless, the policy of Nervenkrieg 
has paid them well in recent years, and 
they may prefer to retain it for the time 
being.

Primitive Weapons 


Never before in the history of the world 
has the military machine reached such a 
peak of scientific perfection as in the 
present war, and yet the most primitive 
weapons are still found frequently to be 
the most effective. Old-fashioned rifles of 
the 1914-18 era have been transformed 
into rapid-firing, tank-piercing guns. Anti- 
aircraft weapons no longer take just “ pot- 
shots at passing aeroplanes, but cover 
whole cities with what is best described as 
a network of flying shrapnel, through 
which no aeroplane can pass except with 
almost marvellous good luck. Aircraft 
must fly high in these times if there are 
„A. A.“ guns on the ground. The aero- 
planes themselves, instead of the flimsy 
old ‘‘crates’’ that staggered about in the 
breezes over the Western Front in 1917 
and 1918, and dreaded a journey of more 
than forty miles from the base, now leave 
in the dusk for places a thousand miles 
away, and are back in their hangars 
before the dew is off the grass next morn- 
ing. The tank no longer lumbers along 
at a good ten miles to the hour, but 
dashes across country at speeds ranging 
frequently from forty to fifty. Yet, for 
all these great achievements—for which, 
no doubt, mankind is duly thankful— 
some of the most primitive weapons in 
the world remain, as we say, among the 
most deadly. What could be more lethal, 
for instance, than the diabolical ‘‘ Molotoff 
Cocktail.“ which still differs very little 
from the blazing wine bottles that 
Asturian miners threw with such effect at 
General Franco's tanks? The Finns 
used them with even more devastating 
results against the Russians four years 
later. The most modern tank trap, too, 
which is the greatest menace of all to 
fast-moving, mechanised troops, is very 
little different in design from the hole in | 
the ground in which the African natives 
from time immemorial have trapped 
elephants and other wild beasts. It is 
claimed now that in actual warfare on the 
field there is no more effective weapon 
against the dive-bomber—that highest 
current development of the fighting aero- 
plane—than the old rifle such as was 
used even in the earliest days of 1914. 
From 1914 to Agincourt is a far cry, but 
latest news from Africa indicates that the 
bow and arrow have proved as effective in 
certain circumstances as any modern gun. 
Sudanese tribesmen have been causing 
great havoc among the Italian military 
camps in Abyssinia by the use of arrows. 
tipped with incendiary material. A gun 
shot, of course, will waken everybody and 
raise an immediate alarm throughout the 
camp, but a flight of incendiary arrows 
arrives with no more noise than .a soft 
rustling of the night air, and a hundred 
grass huts and tents are blazing before 
the occupants know what is happening.

Weather to Order 


The world would be a very much happier 
place if nature were only consistent in 
her arrangement of the weather. All the 
imperfect and contrary things of to-day 
are not the consequences of man’s folly. 
The seasons have their various uses. 
There may be something in favour even 
ef snow and frost when they occur at the 
times at which they may reasonably be 
expected. Some sort of regulation, how- 
ever, clearly would be advantageous. The 
really cold weather, with its concomitants 
of snow and ice, ought to be a Christmas 
visitation. From the 1st January onward 
the days, as they get longer, also should 
be getting steadily warmer, so that 
summer’s approach would be gradual but 
definite. The discarding of the garments 
of winter, from overcoats and goloshes 
down to thick woollen underclothing, in 
such circumstances could be an easy 
process, with the appointed days for every 
lightening. of the sartorial burden as 
capable of being fixed as the calendar 
itself. There would be none of that unex- 
pected arrival of the summer’s heat with 
an almost impish disregard of dates—even 
of seasons—to catch out the population in 
its scarves, raincoats, fur-lined boots and 
umbrellas. Man frequently is driven to 
despair by atmospheric freaks, by un- 
relieved downpours of rain in the fortnight 
of holidays in June, July or August, by 
long stretches of drought, when the reser- 
voirs and the fields and the fishing streams 
need their normal dilution, or by a morn- 
ing of frost, when the seeds of spring just 
are coming to life. There is no more 
sorry trick of nature, however, than the 
winter which refuses to make way for 
spring. When at last it seems reasonable 
to expect that the wretched weather of a 
„ bad winter will disappear and give 
a chance of recovery to the numerous 
sufferers from coughs and colds and bouts 
of sniffing, and when, instead, the rain 
increases in force and the wind in bitter- 
ness, the poor shivering man surely can 
be forgiven if he feels discouraged. The 
comfort offered by the egregious wight 
who thrives on drenchings and freezings 
and buffetings are an abomination to the 
sufferer. What is wanted is natural heat, 
not the solace of kind words, cough sweets, 
cold cures, nasal sprays, and other 
defensive weapons.

He felt sure that he 
was a ing not only for Australia, but for 
the whole of the British Empire beyond the 
seas, when he said that they were with us 
“in this most holy war” to the end, with 
everything that they have of man-power or 
treasure or skill or determination. It 18 
curious that Mussolini, still smarting under 
his defeats at Bardia, Tobruk and Benghazi, 
in Eritrea, Abyssinia and Somaliland, should 
still fail to realise how great a part in this 
war u being played, and the ale part 
which will bo played, by the Empire oversea. 
The achievements of Australian, New Zea- 
land, South African and Indian troops, and 
of their Air Forces, operating in both 
Northern and Eastern Africa, should have 
taught him something of the power, the 
spirit and the cohesion of the great Dominions. 

In this war the Dominions are doing all that 
they did in the last war—when they impressed 
the whole world with their prowess on land, 
at sea and in the air—and, in addition, they 
are doing so ng more, something of 


vital importance in the new condi- 
tions of war, which they were not 
in & position to do _ twenty-five 


years ago. The exploits of their soldiers, 
sailors and airmen are being seconded by 
the achievements of their industries, which, 
slow—as we were slow in this country—to 
transfer their productive capacity from the 
purposes of peace to those of war, are now 
turning out munitions and equipment of all 
kinds in ever increasing quantities. 

~The great industrial effort of Canada is 
linked up with that of the United States, 
from which it derives encouragement and 
impetus, Those of Australia, South Africa, 
New Zealand and India are being co-ordinated 
by the Eastern Group Council. Last October 
delegates from all the British Governments 
east and south of Suez met at Delhi to dis- 
cuss how, in co-operation with one another, 
they could make the most effective use for 
the ‘common purpose of their great and 
varied resources. By those in a ition to 
judge, the work of the Delhi Conference and 
of the Eastern Group Council has been de- 
scribed as one of the most helpful develop- 
ments of the war. Although Mussolini may 
not realise it, Australia, no less than Canada, 
has already become a great industrial country, 
whose output of munitions and equipment will

Struggle for Verdun. 

The battle for Verdun still continues, but, 
as the French review puts it, the crushin 
blow aimed at the fortress has not — i, 
The Germans have been held stationary for 
three days, and were unable to advance in 
that region. 

The afternoon French communiqué states 
that north of the fortress, and in the sector 
east of the Meuse, the combat was even mcre 
intense than on the previous days. Violent 
local attacks took place in the region of the 
village of Donaumont, followed by hand-to- 
hand fighting, in which the French were 
successful. According to the night report, 
the bombardment was less intens. 

In the Woeure the French admit the loss of 
the village of Manhuelles. The Germans 
claim in this sector, in addition to the capture 
of Manhuelles, to have taken som other 
minor positions. 


The Maloja Lost. 

One hundred and twelve of the crew and 
sixty-four passeners of the steamer Maloja 
have been landed at Dover, the total number 
there being two hundred and fifty-nine, while 
there are forty-four bodies in the mortuary. 
Bodies are being washed up along the coast. 
The company has issued a list of survivors, 
showing three hundred and one saved, one 
hundred and fifty-five missing.

Those figures included 75 
2 cyclista and angers killed, and 
1,275 injured. Pedestrians killed or in- 
ured in the same year totalled 1,257, the 
eaviest casualties being among children.

“EARLIER ATTACKS - 


The Greek Air Force has carried out 
several successful offensive operations over 
important Italian positions and concentra- 
tions, causing considerable damage.

EVENTFUL LIFE 


King Alfonso’s life was. more crowded 
with incident than that of any other 
monarch of his time. He was only 
eight months old when the first attempt was 
made on his life, four more were to follow. 
A bomb was thrown at him as he returned 
to his palace from his wedding to Princess 
Victoria Eugenie of Battenburg, better 
known as Princess Ena, grand-daughter of 
Queen Victoria. Another bomb splintered 
the carriage in which he was riding throngh 
Paris with President Toubet. A revolver 
and a kuile were used in other attempts on 
his life. He survived them all, but yet lost 
his throne and spent the last ten years of 
his life in exile. :

May 17, 1886, six months after the death of 
his father.

BIG INCREASE IN TAXES 


From Revrer’s CORRESPONDENMT. 


NEW DELHI, Friday. 

An estimated deficit 6f £6,315,000 for the 
year 1940-41, and a prospective deficit of 
£15,345,000 for the year 1941-42, was 
announced by Sir Jeremy Raisman, Finance 
Member, when he introduced the Central } 
Budget in the Legislative Assembly to-day. 
The strengthening of all arms of India’s 
defence forces, which was proceeding with 
speed and energy, would, it was estimated, 
he said, cost an, additional £18,;232,600 for 
1940-’41, and an additional £26,550,000 for 
the year 1941-42. 

Exports for tke first nine months of the 
present year amounted to £108,000,000— 
£16,500, more than for the same period 
of the previous year, and priceg generally 
were 15 per cent. higher than at the begin- 
ning of September, 1938, while various

Before Mr. Justice M. Maguire, in the 
Central Criminal Court yesterday, Joseph 
Ellard, aged 164 years, of Killinane, Leighlin- 
bridge, County Kildare, who, after a five 
days’ trial, had been found not guilty of 
murder but guilty of the manslaughter of 
Thomas Francis Moore, aged 21 years, by 
setting fire to the house where the child was 
living in Killinane on 23rd November last, 
was sentenced to 18 months in the juvenile 
section at Mountjoy Prison. 

Mr. Joseph McDonnell, asked by the Judge 
whether there was any ial treatment tor 
juvenile prisoners in Mountjoy, said that 
there was a special treatment, and very good 
treatment. ey were taught a trade, and 
he had seen very d results of it. . 

Superintendent Chambers said that he had 
made inquiries about Ellard’s character, and 


found that from ‘infancy he had not been a 


quite normal. He was inclined to be irrespon- 
sible, but never had been charged before 
with any offence. 

Mr. Justice Maguire said that Ellard had 
been convicted, after a long and fair trial, 
of a very serious crime; but, having regard 
to Ellard’s age and condition and the pro- 
tection of the public, he did not know 
exactly what to do with him, There was 
medical evidence that he should be sent to a 
home where he could be put +o a trade. 
Mr. McDonnell, however, spoke of the 
excellent results of the treatment of juvenile 
prisoners af, Mountjoy. ‘ 

The minimum sentence that he could im- 
pose was 18 months in Mountjoy Prison, with 
a special recommendation that the boy be 
educated there and taught a trade. Sentence 
would run from the date of conviction, as 
the longer Ellard was there the better chance 
would he have tw learn a trade, 

An application from Mr. O’Hanrahan, 
defending counsel, for a certificate to appeal 
was refused. 

Mr. Justice Maguire said that dnring the 
hearing of the case attacks had been made on 
Sergeant Geraghty. These attacks were quite 
unjustified.
